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INTRODUCTION 


The Ontario Youth Corps program is intended to help you develop 

basic job skills that will assist you in finding future jobs. This guidebook 
outlines the employment opportunities available in provincial government 
Ministries and associated community organizations and has been specifically 
designed for those of you experiencing special difficulties finding 

a full-time job. 


Ontario Youth Corps provides employment for up to 26 weeks and 
many of the positions described in this book run from April | to 
September 30, 1985. There is no deadline for applications and these 
will be accepted on an on-going basis until the next Job Book becomes 
available in September. We do recommend however, that you send 
your applications in as soon as possible to avoid disappointment. 


YOU ARE ELIGIBLE IF: 


o you have been unemployed for at least twelve weeks; 

o you have not attended school full-time for at least twelve weeks; 
Oo you are between the ages of 15 and 24 on April |, 1985; 

o you can legally work in Canada.
